sponsibility” for the attitude of his, 
department towards the Young; 
Brothers, the young go-getter St. 
Louis brokers whose recent collapse 
brought losses of about $2,000,000 
to investors, mostly Missourians. 

In other words, Stockard as- 
sumes the graceless role of “goat” 
in the scandal growing out of the 
fallure of the State to check the 
wholesale palming off of worth- 
less and dubious securities on inno- 
cent investors, which continued 
seven months after serious warn- 
tings had been lodged with Stock- 
ard by the Better Business Bureau 
of St. Louis. 

In assuming “full and sole re- 
sponsibility,” Commissioner Stock- 
ard, in an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter in which he dis- 
cussed the conduct of his office in 
the Young case, said that neither 
Secretary of State Charles U., 
Becker, who appointed him to his 
office, nor Attorney-Genera] Strat- 
ton Shartel had — his in- 
action. 

However, he admitted that Attor. 
ney-General Shartel introduced 
him to the Young brothers, Bill 
and Fred, by telephone. This in- 
troduction was made when Shartel 
was in the dual role of serving the 
State of Missouri as Attorney-Gen- 
eral at a salary of $3000 a year, 
and serving the Young Brothers, at 
the same salary, as their counse) 
at Jefferson City. 

Ample Reason to Stop Sales. 

In substance, Stockard’s  state- 
ment of what he had done and 
what he had not done in the Young 
case, shows: 

That he had made up his mind 
last October to issue a cease and 
desist order against Young Bros., 
which would have brought about 
the company’s collapse four 
month$ earlier, during which 
period they continued unloading 


their worthless stocks on the 
public. 
That he was “talked out of 


it’ by Fred Young and Biodgett 
Priest, one of thé brokers’ large 
array of counsel with political 
affiliations. ; 
That he not only failed to is- 
sue the cease and desist order, 
_but-that last Jan. 2 he renewed 
the state license permitting 
Young Bros. to continue in busi- 
ness. b 
The fact that to issue a cease 
and desist order (the decision he 
never carried out) was sound, is 
shown in his letter to President 
“Bill” Young Feb. 18, citing their 
failure to repurchase stocks sold by 
them, & “promise” which, he says, 
induced him to permit Young Bros. 
to stay in business. ° a 
Regarding a “very pitiful 
case” of a Young customer of 
which he wrote to Young urging 
him to “pay up,” Stockard added 
that “it has come to such a pass 
that I am not going to be able to 
control the persons who live in 
this community and in all prob- 
ability there will be complaints 
~ lodged with this department in 
the very near future,” which 
would have made it necessary 
for Stockard to put the Youngs 
out of business. 
Letters of Three State Officials, 
Correspondence on file in the 
‘Young brothers’ elaborate officers 
in the Central National Bank 
Building, recently obtained by the 
Post-Dispatch, has thrown new 
light on the State's method of han- 
dling this fly-by-night securities 


firm. 

Fitst, it disclosed Attorney-Gen- 
eral Shartel’s employment as at- 
torney at Jefferson, City for Young 

_ Brothers during the first year of 
his service as Attorney-General of 
Missouri, for which Shartel was 
paid $3000 and for which he says 
he “did nothing.” 

Second, it disclosed the political 
activities of officers and employes 
of the collapsed brokerage firm in 
the interest of Secretary of State 
Becker and Attorney-General Shar- 
‘tel, the former having supervision 
of enforcement of the “blue skv” 
or sequrities law, and the latter au-

Stockard in the role of a State of- 
ficial advising the brokers to “pay 
up” a defrauded client in “a very 
pitiful case” to avoid a fleod of 
complaints that would certainly 
have to bring an order from him 
putting the Youngs out of business. 


Background of Scandal. 
It was only a year after the 


Young brothers came to St. Louls 
from Oklahoma and started their 


brokerage business with a capital 
of only $5000 that they decided in 
1928 to support Becker and Shar- 
tel for election, The order went 
down the line to their employes. 
Meanwhile their venture prospered, 
and among the numerous attorneys 
with political influence on a re- 
tainer businesgs_was Attorney-Gen- 
eral Shartel. 

The Young Brothers, in the latter 
part of 1928, wanted to meet Com- 
missioner Stockard. They went to 
Jefferson City, and, as Stockard 
now tells it, Attorney-General Shar- 
tal telephoned Stockard that the 
Yourgs were coming from Shartel’s 
office to see him. 

Esrly in 1929 the Young Broth- 
era, after flying high in sales of life 
insurance and oil stocks and real 
estate “bonds,” decided to sell the 
public stock in their own brokerage 
concern. 

Taey conceived the idea of sell- 
ing preferred stock in Young Bros., 
Inc. The firm had no material 
resources, so that the preferred 
stock in reality was a “participa- 
tion certificate’ in the concern’s 
prcfits, if any. Purchasers were 
baited with “dividends” of 1 per 
cent a month, which, it subsequent- 
ly developed, were paid not out of 
earnings but out of sales. 


Device to Evade Law. 


To avoid registration of Young 
Bros., preferred stock with the 
State Securities Department, which 
would have brought its sale under 
the official scrutiny of Stockard 
the Young Brothers resorted to a 
transparent evasion. 

Blodgett Priest, on May i1, 
1929, wrote Secretary of State 
Becker that Bill Young was in 
personal possession of $506,000 of 
preferred stock of Young Bros., 
Inc., and had been “importuned by 
some friends to sell them some of 
his stock.” 

‘It is my opinion,” Priest wrote 
Becker, “that isolated sales of 
stock owned by an individual do 
not come within the purview of 
the so-called blue sky law of Mis- 
souril, I would appreciate an ex* 
pression of your view.” 

Secretary Becker, who. previ-' 
ously had expressed his writtei ap- 
preciation of the Youngs’ support 
in his race for re-election, re- 
ferred Priest’s inquiry to his sub- 
ordinate, Commissioner Stockard, 
who avoided a direct answer, mere- 
ly writing Priest: “You are advised 
that §ub-Section C of Section 5 
of the securities act will be con- 
trolling in this matter.” 

Apparently not satisfied with 
Stockard’s reply, Priest and State 
Senator McCawley of Carthage 
queried Stockard at a later date, 
| eliciting a reply from Stockard 
Sept. 10 in which he said he con- 
‘strued thé securities act to mean 
“that any corporation may increase 
its capital stock, and sell any of 
the increased capital stock solely 
or entirely among its own stock- 
holders, without having to register 
the stock in this department.” 

But beginning last May, and con- 
tinuing until their collapse, Young 
Bros., Inc.. sold $1,400,000 of its 
worthiess preferred stock to the 
general public, regardless of 
whether purchasers were already 
stock holders. 

These sales brought the Better 
Business Bureau of 8t. Louis into 
action. On Aug. 19, Jast, the 
Bureau wrote Stockard, demanding 
that his department make a thor- 
oughgoing examination Into the 
books of Young Bros. to determine 
if the business was sound. In a 
half-dozen similar cases the Bu- 
reau had obtained prompt action 
from Stockard on similar requests. 
But none this time.

In @ reply to the Better Business 
31, Commissioner 
chard wrote: 

I am continually holding my 

breath when I am thinking of or 

listening about this firm. As far 

as I know, they have taken up 

or satiefied all dealers to whom 

they sold stock, It is my un- 

Gerstanding that they sold quite 


they were doing and stopped 
them.

The moment I get anything 
tangible that looks either good 
or bad for the company, I will 
give you notice. 

At the recent convention (of 
State Security Commissioners), 
many Commissioners asked me 
about this company, and in those 
states where they are acting, or 
attempting to act, the Commis- 
sioners seemed to be in the same 
shape that we are, unable to get 
anything tangible. 

Young Bros., Inc.,f finally col- 


lapsed March 28, with an avalanche 
of receivership and bankrupt¢ey 


suits, with criminal charges filed 
against the brothers in Lamar for 
sale of theit preferred stock in 
violation of the State “blue sky 
law,” with the Circuit Attorney of 
St. Louls and Postoffice Inspectors 
investigating their activities, and 
with 8 cents in the headquarters 
cash till ind agents in 65 branch 
offices in 15 states, 

It was with this background that 
the Post-Dispatch sought Stocl- 
ard’s explanation of his handling 
of the case. 

“T assume full and sole responsi- 
bility,” Stockard said. He revealed 
he had made up his mind last Oc- 
tober to issue a cease and desist 
order against Young Bros., for sell- 
ing its unregistered preferred 
stock, and had notified Attorney 
Blodgett Priest, by telephone, of 
his intention. 

"The next day Fred Young and 
Blodgett Priest came to Jefferson | 
City,” Stockard related, “Fred 
Young promised me that the 
firm would refund the purchase 
price, upon request of buyers of 
Young Bros. preferred stock. This 
promise was not to voluntarily re- 
fund on all suck stock sold, but to 
refund where the purchaser asked 
for return of his money. 

“Fred Young told me he be- 
lieved the firm had a right to sell 
its preferred stock, without regis- 
tration with the Securities De- 
partment, because it was stock the 
Youngs held personally.” 
Stockard admitted he let Priest 
and Fred Young “talk him out of 
issuing” the cease and desist order. 


Became Doubtful Last June 


Stockard could not remember 
when he first became doubtful 
about the Youngs, but thought it 
was during the summer of 1929, 
possibly in June. That was the 
month that Attorney-General 
Shartel wrote President Young: 
Dear Bill: 

I am sorry to advise that I 
think it best for me to resign 
from the position that I have 
held with your organization, 
and with the very kindliest feel- 
‘ings, I hereby tender’my resig- 
nation. 


and Fred, I am

His “skating on thinnest ice’”’ 
letter to the Better Business Bu- 
reau, Aug. 31; Stockard said, was 
not based on definite information, 
but on first one rumor and then 
another. He did not regard the 
Better Business Bureau letters as 
complaints, he said, because they 
made no formal charge. 

Stockard said his intention to 
issue a cease and desist order in 
October, which would have pre- 
vented further sales by Young 
Bros., grew out of some letters of 
inquiry about the Youngs which 
came to his. department. 
Complaints Missing From Files. 

These letters of complaint Stock- 
ard could not find in his files. The 
persons who wrote them undoubt- 
edly were logers in the Young 
firm, and the Better Business Bu- 
reau expects they will commun!i- 
cate their experiences to the bu- 
reau. 

Stockard said he wrote to these 
persons, asking if they had pur- 
chased Young Bros., preferred 
stock, and learned they had. The 
Commissioner may act in “Blue 
Sky” cases without a formal com- 
plaint being filed with him, and 
his action, in October, indicates 
he knew definitely at that time 
that the Youngs had been selling 
thelr own stock without a permit.

Learned About Shartel Sanday. 

Stockard said he did not know 
definitely that Attorney General 
Shartel had been attorney for the 
Youngs until he read it in last 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. He said he 
had heard it intimated, but could 
not recall from whom or When. 

Stockard said he had not sought 
any outside advice when he decided 
last August that he had no power 
to examine Young Brothers, as.re- 
quested by the Better Business Bu- 
reau, because the firm was a deal- 
er in securities. He said the law 
on licensing dealers is silent on the 
question of examination of a deal-' 
er. 

The Better Business Bureau says 
Stockard, on Dec. 17, promised to 
make an examination of Young 
Bros. “I may have said I would 
try to get ain audit,” Stockard said, 
when questioned about this, “The 
Better Business Bureau must have 
spread the news, because soon 
thereafter State Senator McCawley 
(one of Youngs’ attorneys), was in 
my office to tell me ‘he understood 
the bureau was saying I was going 
to audit Young Bros. 

“Senator McCawley raised @ 
question of my authority to audit 
a dealer. I knew I had no author- 
ity to audit a dealer. I don’t recall 
making a definite promise to the 
Better Business Bureau, but I may 
have promised to try it. I was try- 
ing to keep in agreement with the 
bureau.” 

Sweeping Inquiry Ordered, 

Stockard’s superior, Secretary of 
State Becker, seems to have no 
doubts now about the Commis- 
sioner’s authority, for yesterday he 
directed Stockard. to make a 
“sweeping investigation” into all 
concerns dealing in securities in 
Missouri.

The text of Gov. Caulfield’s let- 
ters to the Better Business Bureau 
follows: 

“JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 23. 
“Better Business Bureau of St. 
Louis, 7 

“St. Louis, Mo. 

“Gentlemen—I received your let- 
ter of April 15, with its acompany- 
ing resolution, Absence from .the 
capital.and my. desire to personal- 
ly ascertain the law as to my pow- 
ers in the premises prevented my 
answering wntil now. ‘ 

“I am anxious to co-operate with 
you to secure the enforcément of 
the laws of this State protecting 
investors. I am willing to do all 
within my power to aid your or- 
ganization or any organization in 
preventing fraud in the sale of se- 
curities. 

“Prior to 1925, the administra- 
tion of the Missouri Securities Act 
was in the Commigioner of Finance, 
an appointee of the Governor; but 
1925, the act was amended so as to 
transfer the administration of the 
act from the Commisisoner of Fi- 
‘nance to the Supervisor of Corpor- 
ation Registration, an appointee of 
the Secretary of State. 

“By the amendment of 1925, the 
Governor was stripped of all juris- 
diction over the administration of 
the Missouri securities act. That 
act specifically provided that ‘the 
term “commissioner” means super- 
visor of corporation registration, 
WHO SHALL ACT UNDER THE 
DIRECTION OF THE SECRE- 
TARY OF STATE.’ 

‘The commissioner is appointed, 
and subject to direction and fre- 
moval, only by the Secretary of 
State. The Governor had no power 
to appoint, direct, remove or dis- 
cipline the commissioner. The Sec- 
retary of State is elected by the 
people. He may not be either ap- 
pointed, removed or disciplined by 
the Governor. 

“The Governor has power, under 
the Missouri Constitution, to re- 
quire information, in writing, un- 
der oath, from the officers of the 
executive department, and all offi- 
cers and managers of State institu- 
tions, upon any subject relating to 
the condition. management or ex- 
penses of their respective offices 
and institutions. (Art. 4, Section 
22). 

“The statutes provide that ‘he 
(the Secretary of State) shall make 
report and give information to the 
Governor, respecting all matters re- 
fered to him by the Governor 
when requtred; and the Governor 
shall have free access to his office 
for the inspection and examination 
of all books, paper, records and 
proceedings. (R. 8. Mo. Section 
11617). 

“The Constitution also provides 
that ‘the Governor shall, from 
time to time, cive to the General 
Assembly information relative to 
the state of the Government, and 
shall recommend to its considera- 
tion such measures as he shall 
deem necessary and expedient.’ 
(Art. 4, Section 9.) 

“The Constitution also enjoins 
upon the Governor the duty to 
‘take care that the laws are dis- 
tributed and faithfully executed.’ 
(Art. 4, Section 6.) This duty, of 
course, can be performed only to 
the extent that the law gives him 
jurisdiction and power. | 

“I am requiring the Secretary of 
State to make a report of all trans- 
actions had by him or by his ap- 
pointee, the Securities Commis- 
sioner, or by anyone under either 
of them, with Young Brothers, Inc., 
or with anyone, concerning Young 
Brothers’ Inc., or any corporation, 
security or other things in which 
said Young Brothers, Inc., shall 
have been directly. or indirectly in- 
terested, and all other matters re- 
ferred to in your letter and reso- 
lution. 

“T also stand ready, and pro- 
pose, to inspect and examine all 
books, papers, records .and pro- 
ceedings in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State, including that of 
the Securities Commissioner,. which 
may have a bearing on the above 
mentioned matters. 

“I will also be.glad to consider 
the need of legislation for the pro- 
tection of investora, and if any be 
found necessary, to recommend 
same to the next General Assembly.

Become Quiet Afier Unrest. 


A spirit of unrest among the 
thousands of convicts early today 
disappeared at dawn and the fears 
of guards that there would be 
trouble was dissipated. 

The fact that 600 Negro con- 
victs, housed in wooden barrecks 
in the yards, were not lock¥d in, 
and that several thousand men in 
the idle housé.: cell blocks were 
restiess and at times almost de- 
fiant, caused guards to fear a 
break for liberty. 

The Negro convicts were not 
locked in because prison officials 
feared fire in the wooden build- 
ings. The men in the idle house, 
which is known as the “white 
city,” were locked in’ behind steel 
cages, but were not in their cells. 

At 4 a. m., when cell block 
guards reported the unrest and the 
defiant attitude of some of the 
men, acting Capt. H. E. Lockhardat, 
in charge in place of Capt. Hall, 
called National Guard officers into 
conference. He feared a break for 
liberty over the stockade and over 
the idle house. Lockhardt report- 
‘ed that much to his surprise the 
prisoners quieted down at dawn, 
and retired to their ceils.

Eight ttems, still unsettled, will 
be returned to the two chambers 
for further instructions. These are 
the rates on sugar, lumber, cement, 
shingles and silver and the Ses- 
ate’s athendments to the adminis-’ 
trative provisiens which attached 
the export debenture plan to the 
bill, revoked,the President’s* aus 
thority to change rates by prociu- 
tation, and proposed a wide rev-- 
ganization of the tariff commissivu. 

On the rate schedules in dis- 
agreement, the House will iake 
separate votes and the Senate will 
be asked to vote again on_its 
amendments to the administrative 
sections. if 

Assails Cigar Provision. — 

Garner (Dem:), Texas, contend- 
ed that acceptance, by the tariff bill 
conferees of the House provision to 
permit Cuba to ship cigars in smdil 
lots by parcel post to the United 
States was a “selling out” of Amer- 
ican tobacco interests. He said the 
action was taken “in return for 
Republican campaign  contribu- 
tions” by Julius Rosenwald, chair- 
man of the board of Sears, Roe- 
buck & Co., who desired resump- 
tion of Cuban-American parcel 
post relations.

HE way of a plane in the air 
.f(and_an old coughing, beunc- 
™ ing Jenny it was) attracted 
Phoebe .Fairgrave into aviation 
'when she graduated from high 
school in St. Paul, Minn., in -1920. 
Toflay the Jenny, or JN4D, piane 
in which. wartime pilots trained, is 
loo upon as a “crate.” It is a 
back mumber and fast becoming 
nonexistent. But in 1920 it was a 
good ship, as ships went, and was 
being used by aviators, discharged 
from the service, to thrill crowds at 
county and state fairs. 

Vernon. Omlie, former army in- 
structor, was one of these barn- 
stormers. He was touring the 
cou-iry with four other flyers. In 
St. Paul it chanced that they need- 
ed a girl stunt performer, and 
Phoebe Fairgrare, later to become 
Mrs. Omlie, filled the bill. She was 
assigned to Omlie’s ship. 

“It's queer how the attitude of 
pilots has changed,” said Mrs. 
Omlie. “In the early days we 
used to Go everything we could to 
make people think we were stU- 
perior beings. Now we are trying 
to demonstrate that we are just or- 
@inary speople doing an ordinary 
thing

“I took to the stunt work natur- 
ally. It wasn’t a matter of thrill; 
it just seemed to be the most 
pleasant thing I could do. I had 
no fear of height and was afraid 
no more of hanging by my totes 
from a trapéze hooked on the un- 
é@ercarriage than if the trapeze had 
been in a gymnasium. It was 
really easier because when I want- 
ed to get back up on the bar again 
I just gave myself a little shove 
and the blast of the™ propeller 
tossed me the rest of the way. I 
walked the wings and jumped in 
parachutes, too, and stood on the 
top wing, braced, while Vernon 
looped the ship. This last was a 
little difficult because every loop 
was a-—bit different from the pre- 
ceding one, due to different air 
conditions. 

“We did a lot of traveling in the 
Middle West and in 1921 I “dou- 
bled” for Fox picture stars, do-* 
ing such things as changing from 
@ moving automobile to a plane, 
or vice versa. Im the same year 
we performed in 8t. Louis. 

“I helped dedicate your Lam- 
bert-St. Louis field that year.

~A4ny normal person can learn 
to fly a plane” she says “And 
that doesn’t bar either sex.

It's 
harder than driving an automo- 
bile, of course, because that is 
purely mechanical.

Flying is a means of trans- 
portation, and will have to be 
adopted eventually. It’s practical 
right now, and that’s ths gospel I'm 
preaching. We don't even use the 
elaborate flying clothes we used to.

Mrs. Omlie was the first woman 
to acquire a transport license when 
certificates became obligatory in 
1827.
